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'Optimistic Future' Says James 
After IVIeeting With Paul Sauvé 



Nationwide Petition Planned 

BULLETIN — (CUP) — Late last night the Daily learned that the Uni- 
versity of British Columbia's Alma Mater Society plans to launch a uniform 
nation-wide petition beseeching Premier Nikita Khrushchev to Intercede In the 
alleged pending execution of Hungarian youths. , ivicbv:i*:i>" 

Peter. Meekison^ AMS President, told the Canadians University Press in 
Vancouver that he expects 75,000 university students from all across Canada to 
sign the petition. The original signatures and a covering letter will be sent to 
Khrushchev, while photostatic copies will be forwarded to Premier Diefenbaker 
urging him to intercede in the United Nations. > 

Standard forms for the petition will be sent to ^all Canadian universities 
and the signed petitions will be returned to UBC. Saiil Meekison, "I urge every 
student to sign the petition.. If there Is any hope, Immediate voicing of our 
disapproval of such brutal police state tactlu^ is the only solution". 

He added that the national NFCUS'executive was solidly behind the plan. 

Mean\^hile-the Daily heard that saveral NFCUS executives, including the 
president, had not even been asked to voice their views on the "plan. It was the 
first time they had heard of the proposed nation-wide petition. 

In Ottawa, NFCUS national president Jacques Guerin issued the following 
statement : • .. • - 

"The spontaneous réaction of students at UBC and other universities sparked 
by the initiative of UBC Alma Mater Society President Peter Meekison is highly 
commendable and denotes the indignation of Canadian students at reports of 
treatment suffered by fellow students in Hungary. The National Executive -is 
presently studying reports and pressing for definite Information from unim- 
peachable sources. We will determine the extent of the action to be taken in 
light of this information. However, we rieaffirm our sympathy with any students 
who are suffering for the right to livefreély." '"^^ " —

Commenting on his meeting with 
Sauve, Dr. James told the Daily 
last night, "I had a tlioroughly in- 
teresting and thoroughly agreeable 
one and a half hour discussioo. Af- 
terwards I had the opportunity to 
explain McGlU's detailed financial 
needs to Education Superintendent 
Omer Desaulniers." Dr. James 
emphasized that the meeting had 
been on a very pleasant basis. He 
added. "Mr. Sauve and I explored 
the whole situation and exchanged 
ideas. I am optimistic about the 
future," • 

LEGISLATION DRAFT 

Premier Sauve and Mr. Desaul- 
niers have already had conferen- 
ces with the rectors of Laval and 
U. of M. Information garnered 
from these meetings and that with 
Dr. James Is presumably being 
used to aid In drafting legislation 
providing increased financial aid 
to the province's universities. Sau- 
vé has already put himself on re- 
cord as plannhig to introduce such 
legislation on tho first day of this 
fall's legislature- sitting, November 
18. 

AID PLANS 

Yesterday afternoon Sauvé ela- 
borated on his plans for Increased 
provincial aid in discussions with 
the prQss. 

He was quoted by the Montreal 
Star as saying that the provincial 
government will provide adequate 
aid. Said the Premier, "Our policy 
is very simple. Quebec universities 
will receive all the money they 
need to balance their budgets." 

GRANT PAYMENT 

No mention was made of the 25 
millions of dollars. In federal grants 
held in trust I.i Ottawa for-Quebec 
universities since former premier 
Maurice Duplessis frowned upon 
them as intrusions into provincial 
autonomy the year after their 
inauguration. 



Universities 
Woo Bacit

As part of its $52,000,000 
five-year expansion plan, the 
University of Toronto an- 
nounced its intention to at- 
tract top Canadian scholars 
now serving in senior posi- 
tions in the Unite<l States. 

In a report released last night, 
Dr. Claude Blssell, president of 
the university, said the appoint- 
ment and retention of a good 
staff was U»e most important way 
to retain the high standard of 
quality In the face of the propos- 
ed expansion. 

By 1965 the University expects 
to expand to 23,000 students 
which Is considered the satura- 
tion point for the U. of T. 

Various benefits will' be offer- 
ed the scholars, in an attemnt to 
bring them back to the Cana- 
dian university. Among these 
benefits are. financial assistance 
In moving, group insurance plans, 
and an Increase In travel funds 
which will enable the scholars to 
attend educational society . meet- 
ings.

On November 26 eleven posts its faculty represen- 
ialives to Ihe Students' Executive Council will be up tor 
grabs — up for grabs because^^more often than not the 
members win their elections by sheer fluke. 

On election clay, and at least once before, platforms, 
pensketches, and photos will be paraded before the eyes 
of the students in the Daily. Behind the scenes .action 
before the .submission of pensketches to the Daily is r' 
comic opera in itself. Aspirants to the job will jostle 
for those "names" in their respective faculties which are 
sure to "guarantee" election. Almost every, faculty pos- 
sesses its student Kingmaker and his name will be the 
most sought "after autograph of the season. 

The more poiitically-minded often go f urthér^ I". -ad- 
dition to the twenty-five names requisite for nomination, 
candidates in the larger faculties will circulate several 
nomination papers. The theory behind it is simple: get 
as many people to "nominate" you — whether they know 
you or not — and at least ninety per cent, of the nomi- 
nators will cast their votes your way. 

Posters blaring the candidates' platforms will make 
their appearance on campus notice boards. Friends of 
candidates ask their friends to vote for their friend, and 
these in turn often hop on the bandwagon, recommend- 
ing their friends to vote the same way as well. 

All in all it sounds like a good old fashioned, lively 
election. But there is one catch — less than fiftyper cent 
of the eligible voters will choose to cast their ballots, and 
a mere^teniper cent of those voting will have had any 
personàPcontact with the candidates involved. 

The presentation of the candidates' views, pensket- 
ches, and photographs are all very fine. In this respec^, 
McGill is much advanced compared to other Canadiaji 
universities which seem to lack even such a presentation 
in their respective college newspapers. But pensketches 
and platforms reveal only the positive side of the nomi- 
nee and at that only what the candidate chooses to tell 
his electors. A close parallel can be drawn to the elections 
In the Soviet Union where,, if campiaign speecljes are 
made at alir the candidate can only ^xtoll upon the vir- 
tues of himself and his ilarty. Soviet elections are not 
democratic; at most, student electiojis at McGill are only 
half democratic. ' ' ' ' ^' - 

"Admittedly, much of the blame for our.present state 
of affairs lies with the general apathy of thé student 
body. On the other hand, a do-nothing attitude on the 
part of the student leaders cannot hope to solve the pro- 
blem. It boils down to the question of which, camje first, 
the chicken or the egg? ■ ; ; ; " 

■ An effective soluliion to the problem .will not be 
easily found. Rather, a step-by-step plan miist be put into 
effect to^induce -a more healthy stiident attitude on 
çampùsfelècàons. As a first/move we can .recommend 
two innovations.- First, through cooperation of the fa- 
culty concei^hed/joutgoing representatives on the SEC 
should arrange tb Jntrodiice the candidates to:tIie prjn- 
■ pal classes^ concerned. Tthe nominees would be requested 
to say a few words on their respective .platforms. The 
time lost to academic lectures would be small in cômijar- 
ison to the information gained by the electors. (A similar 
plan has'fiinctibned in past years fôr the. election" of Stu- 
dents' Society President and Union President). Second, 
and just as important, the introduction of candidates [ 
should be followed through with a mass meeting of stu- 
dents in the nominees' faculty at which candidates would^ 
. be required to aiisweP questions' from thei' aiidlencè[; The'' 
time to act is now. ,

dents have the chance to vote intelligently.

He wa.s referring to McGill students, Allan 
Shtach and Chris Bryant, who opened at tlie 
El Morocco to a packed house. - 

And the audience certainly echoed de Witt's 
comment by receiving the duo with gales of 
laughter; their skits, satires and songs were 
subtle and witty. • 

Bryant is a subtle and intelligent performer 
who is able by glance or gesture to set one 
laughing. Schiach serves admirably as straight 
man and is also quick on the ad lib. Together 
they have a range of dialects and accents which 
is staggering as well as entertaining. 

Highlight of the evening's entertainment 
was an -hilarious version of "Frankie and 
Johnny", sung by Shiach and commented upon 
by Bryant. 

Although it was their fii'st night (and,_wc 
understand, by no means their last) the act 



was comparatively tightly luiit although in 
patches tney seemed a little unsure of thelv 
own material (tho entire show was written by 
Bryant and Shiach and Stuart Marwick) ; hm 
this unsurcness will indubitably be perfected 
within the next few days. 

During the second section of tho show 
technical faults. ( ou tsid e tho comedian'a 
control) hampered their performance when tho 
loudspeaker started blaring a pop tunc in tho 
middle of one of their routines I But they 
overcame tho difficulty with' sucessful elan and 
some clever ad-libbing, Bryant's pantomime of 
a stormy sea crossing saving the show. Tho 
piece was a controlled and dellcntc piece of 
acting which left most of tho audience aick 
cither from pretended motion of the ship or 
from laughter.
